A. V. Leach in Trouble.

The crime of forgery is becoming
more frequent in Ohio county as time
goes by. A. V. Leach, son of George
Leach, of Prentis, a school teacher,
came to Hartford last Friday with »
note for %250 drawn in favor of the
Peoples' Bank of Beaver Dam and he
went to County Superintendent of
schools, J. M. DeWeese and asked bim
to sign it as surety, which Mr, De-
Weese declined to do. The next heard
of the note was when it was presented
to the Peoples’ Bank with Superintend-
ent J. M. DeWeese, Judge W, B. Taylor
and County Court Clerk W, S, Tinsley's
names signed ne sureties. In the mean-
time the suspicions of W. A. Rone,
cashier, were aroused and oninvestiga-
tion it wus ascertained that neitherof
the above named parties had pigned
their names to the note, and hé refused
to make the loan.

P'rior to this, said A. V. Leach had

On communi-
cating with Messrs. Stevens and Gordon
it was ascertained that the %70 note
was likewise a forgery. As soon as

Ad he accompknied them to Beaver
Dam, where a relative of the young
man paid the #70 note ~..d Leach was
permitted to go.

Leach had only rocently completed a
a school and had contracted to teach
another, but it is not probable that he
will do any more teaching in this coun-
ty soon, #&s the Superintendent, Mr,
DeWeese, says he will take steps at
once to revoke his certificate.

It is said that Leach’s forgery stunts
began in A small way several months
since, but owing to his position and the
high standing of his immediate relatives
the matter was not generally known.

In the Polar Night.

The power of the eye to adjust itself
to varyving intensities of light is illus-
